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JAILED FOR 27 DAYS 


Woman 
sues over 


detention 
for lack 


of $55

A Colorado Springs woman 
who has a newborn child was 
jailed for 27 days because she 
couldn’t pay an unrelated pretrial 
court processing fee of $55 de- 
spite a judge’s order that she be 
released on her own recogni- 
zance, a civil lawsuit says. 

In its attempt to recoup the $55 
cost of pretrial services, El Paso 
County spent about $2,400 hold- 
ing Jasmine Still, according to the 
lawsuit, filed Tuesday in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Denver by Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union of Colo- 
rado attorneys Rebecca Wallace 
and Mark Silverstein. 

Still, arrested Jan. 11 on a felony 
narcotics possession charge when 
she was caught with 0.3 of a gram 
of methamphetamine, is now 
seeking compensatory and conse- 
quential damages, and attorneys’ 
fees. 

A judge determined that she 
should be released on her own re- 
cognizance because she was not a 


flight risk and posed no threat of 


harm to others, the lawsuit says. 
“Every day I was in jail, I 
thought there had to have been 
some kind of mistake. I didn’t 
think you could jail someone just 
because they were poor,” Still 
said in a news release. “I am fight- 
ing back not just for me, but for all 
of the other people who El Paso 
County has kept in jail because 
they couldn’t scrape together 
$55.”

Road easily paved 


for $937M package

enver voters on 

Tuesday un- 

leashed a decade 

of roadwork and 

improvement proj- 

ects at libraries, parks, city 

buildings, and health and cul- 

tural facilities with their re- 

sounding support of the city’s 
$937 million bond package. 

The city’s largest-ever bond 

program — and the first sent to 


voters in a decade — was passing 
strongly. Support for each of sev- 
en ballot questions ranged be- 
tween nearly 66 percent and 73 
percent as of 10 p.m., with the 
highest margin for the transpor- 
tation package. The Denver Elec- 
tions Division still was process- 
ing tens of thousands of ballots 
that came in on Election Day but 
said the results so far probably 
reflected the majority of votes. 
Ina low-turnout election, vot- 
ers delivered a big victory to 
Mayor Michael Hancock and 


other city leaders who took a 
gamble by proposing the high- 
price tag project list. 

Hancock said during an elec- 
tion night party downtown that 
the results made for “a very spe- 
cial night in the life of our city.” It 
was the culmination of a 
months-long community com- 
mittee process that whittled 
down 4,000 suggestions from the 
public before Hancock and the 
City Council finalized the list. 

As approved, the package 
covers about 460 repair and im- 


provement projects. 

“This vote matters,” said Ka- 
tie McKenna, a Globeville resi- 
dent who works for Habitat for 
Humanity and served on the 
transportation and mobility 
bond subcommittee. “These 
bond projects are shaping our 
future. The projects in this bond 
package will touch every single 
neighborhood in Denver.” 

She was joined onstage by 
Hancock and several council 
members at a small gathering in
